VWurEntas by Our former Inſtructions to the Commanders 
of Our Ships of War and of Privateers, dated 8th of January, 
1794, We fignified, that they ſhould bring in, for lawful Adjudi- 
cation, all Veſſels, with their Cargocs, that were loaden with 


Goods the Produce of the French Weſt India Iſlands/ and coming 


directly from any Port of the ſaid Iſlands, to any Port in Europe; , 


and hkewiſe all Ships, with their Cargocs, that were loaden with 
Goods the Produce of the ſaid Iflands, the Property of which Goods 
ſhould belong to Subjects of France, to whatſoever Ports the ſame 
might be bound; and that they ſhould ſeize all Ships that ſhould 


be found attempting to enter any Port of the ſaid Iflands that 


was or ſhould be Blockaded by the Arms of His Majeſty, or His 
Allies, and ſhould ſend them in, with their Cargoes, for Adjudi- 
cation; and alſo all Veſſels loaden wholly, or in part, with Naval 
or Military Stores, bound to any Port of the ſaid Iflands, and 
ſhould ſend them into ſome convenient Port belonging to His 


Majeſty, in order that they, together with their Cargoes, might 
be proceeded againſt according to the Law of Nations. And 


whereas, in conſideration of the preſent ſtate of the Commerce of 
this Country, as well as of that of Neutral Countries, it is expedient 
to revoke the ſaid Inſtructions; We are pleaſed hereby to revoke the 
ſame, and in lieu thereof, We have thought fit to iſſue theſe Our 
Inſtructions, to be obſerved from henceforth, by the Commanders 
of all Our Ships of War and Privateers that have, or may have 
Letters of Marque againſt France, Spain, and the United 
Provinces.

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That they ſhall bring in, for lawful Adjudication, all Veſſels, with 


their Cargocs, that are loaden with Goods the Produce of any 


Iſland or Settlement, belonging to France, Spain, or the 
United Provinces, and coming directly from any Port of the 
ſaid Iflands or Settlements, to any Port in Europe, not being 
a Port of this Kingdom, nor a Port of that Country, to which 
ſuch Ships, being Neutral Ships, ſhall belong.
